General Motors Pay Large 
Sums to High Executives— 

The treasury department made 
public last week the large salaries 
of the high executives of the Gen- 
eral Motors company. 

Here they are: 

President Alfred P. Sloan, $374,- 
505; William S. Knudsen, $325,869; 
Vice-president John T. Smith, 
$245,437; Vice-president Charles F. 
Kettering, $216,036. 

The automobile strikers are ask- 
ing a little more money for their 
labor and the right to join a labor 
union, yet they have been refused 
by the corporation officials. Is it 
any wonder in the face of the large 
salaries paid the high powered 
moguls? 


Nickels in Demand— 

A columnist in Washington, on a 
dull day last week when there 
seemed nothing particular to write 
about, went foraging for “just any- 
thing that would do,” and as usual 
in such instances, turned up with 
some interesting facts of the kind 
that don’t often get in print. He 
wrote: 

“The mints are running 24 hours 
a day to keep up with the demand 
of Americans for change. Produc- 
tion of coins in 1936 broke all rec- 


ords except for 1919, and 1937 
promises to turn out more than 
ever. Last year, the mint coined 
739,642,000 pieces of money, as | 


compared with 560,760,000 in 1935. 
By far the biggest increase was in 
nickels, production of which nearly 
doubled—80 million in 1935 and 158 
million last year. In 1936 the mint 
also made 379 million cents, 113 
million dimes, 50 million quarters, 
21 million half-dollars, and no sil- 
ver dollars.”

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Business Held Too 


Big for Welfare of 
Public and Labor 


Control of Industry Captured | 
By Few Corporate Giants 
Survey Discloses 


The extent to which indus-| 
trial production has been con- 
centrated in a relatively few 
powerful corporations was re- 


vealed recently in a startling 
ropert by the twentieth century 
fund, an impartial research or- 
ganization founded by Edward A. 
Fielene, liberal Boston merchant. 


The report is the result of a 
two-year investigation of 82 in- 
dustries, which employed 3,500,000 
persons in 1933, to determine an 
answer to the question: “How big 
is big business?” 

It is entirely too big for the good 
of the public, and particularly for 
workers, who face terrific odds in 
bargaining power, even when they 
are organized in effective labor or- 
ganizations, according to Filene'’s 
investigators. 

Hopeless Without Union 

Non-organized workers, the foun- ! 
dation makes plain, haven’t a ghost 
of a chance to assert or maintain 
their rights, with the scales so 
heavily weighted against them. | 

In each of 24 of the 82 indus-| 
tries, the foundation reveals, more 
than 150 per cent of.all wage- 
earners are employed by the three | 
largest corporations. In 12 more, 
the proportion ranges from 40 to 
50 per cent. At the other end of 
the scale are only 20 industries in 
which the proportion is 20 per 
cent or less. 


A significant revelation is that 
the industries where power is 
|most concentrated are netorious 


for paying low wages and in op- 
posing labor organizations. 
Striking Contrast 

For example, 91.4 per cent of the 
low-paid workers of the cigarette 
industry are employed by four 
manufacturers. 

In contrast, the six largest man- 
ufacturers of women’s clothing em- 
ploy only 3.7 per cent of the work- 
ers in that field. It is of extreme 
significance that workers in this 
branch of the garment industry 
are represented by an effective la- 
bor organization. 

Other industries where the fate 
of workers is determined by a few 
employers are typewriter manu- 
facture, with 94.8 per cent of the 
workers on the payrolls of four 
corporations; copper refining and 
smelting, with 71.6 per cent of the 
workers employed by the three 
largest corporations and 90.5 per 
cent by the six biggest; corn syrup

facturers, and photographic appa 


ratus manufacture, with 88.7 per

Few Bosses Rule 
Between 80 and 90 per cent

The three largest motor vehicle 
manufacturers employ 63.9 per 
cent of all workers in the industry 
The figure for three largest tire 
is 62 per cent, for 
cane sugar refiners 60.6 per cent, 
and for tin manufacturers, 62.8 
per cent. 

The four largest soap makers 
employ 60.6 per cent of all wage 
earners in the industry, while 64.6 
per cent of the workers in the 
manufacture of agricultural ma- 


| chinery are dependent upon four 
| bosses. 


Concentration in Steel 

The three largest steel manu- 
facturers employ 45.3 per cent of) 
the total number of steel workers, 
and the three largest meat pack- 
ers employ 44.1 per cent of all 
workers in that industry. 

Oil refining, engine manufactur- 
ing, chemicals, ship building, shoe 
manufacturing, distilling and sew- 
ing machines are among the two 
score industries where a few boards 
of directors control practically all 
jobs.

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An Inspiring Vision of Social Progress 


Undoubtedly the most important part of the inaugural ad- 
dress of Franklin Delano Roosevelt initiating his second term 
as President of the United States is his trenchent and masterly 
indictment or the low economic conditions imposed on millions 
of the masses by the powerful interests who operate our indus- 
tries and through various hierarchies of dictatorship control 
opportunities for employment and ruthlessly force large groups 
of our people to exist on living standards far below the status 
of Decency, and his declaration that these injustices must be 
removed. 

“I see a great nation, upon a great continent, blessed with a 
great weath of natural resourses. Its hundred and thirty million 
people are at peace among themselves; they are making their 
country a good neighbor among the nations. I see a United 
States which can demonstrate that under democratic methods 
of government, national wealth can be translated into a spread- 
ing volume of human comforts hitherto unknown — and the 
lowest standard of living can be raised far above the level of 
mere subsistence. 

“But here is the challange to our democracy: In this nation 
IT see tens of millions of its citizens—a substantial part of its 
whole population—who at this very moment are denied the 
greater part of what the very lowest standards of today call 
the necessities of life. 

“TI see millions of families trying to live on incomes so 
meager that the pall of family disaster hangs over them day 
by day. 

“T see millions whose daily lives in city and on farm continue 
under conditions labeled indecent by a so-called polite society 
half a century ago 

“T see millions denied education, recreation and the oppor- 
tunity to better their lot and the lot of their children. 


“T see millions lacking the means to buy the products of farrn 
and factory and by their poverty denying work and productive- 
ness to many other millions. 

“T see one-third of a nation ill-housed, ill-clad, ill-nourished. 

“It is not in despair that I paint you that picture. I paint 
it for you in hope—because the nation, seeing and understand- 
ing the injustice in it, proposes to paint it out. We are deter- 
mined to make every American citizen the subject of his 
country’s interest and cancern; and we will never regard any 
faithful law-abiding group within our borders as superfluous. 
The test of our progress is not whether we add more to the 
abundance of those who have much; it is whether we provide 
enough for those who have too little.” 

In strong language, the President dedicated his second 
term to removing these un-American inequities in the distri- 
bution of our national income. His declaration is not a program 
for the attainment of this objective. It is the expression of an | 
economic philosophy firmly rooted in the principle of social 
justice. It reflects the basic ideas which have already motivated 
the American Federation of Labor. 


In realizing this meritorious objective for millions of our 
people, the President will have the united support of all pro- 
gressive forces. .They will join with him in consecrating the 
government to that inspiring principle indelibly placed in the 
preamble to the constitution—the establishment of justice and 
the promotion of general welfare.

“After eight years and the ex- 
penditure of billions of dollars by 


the federal government, creating 
the largest national debt in all 


history,’ Senator O'Mahoney con- 
cluded, ‘we still have in the United 
States eight or nine million unem- 
ployed persons of whom about 2,- 
are employed on federal 
work projects with almost 500,000 


_employable persons on relief rolls 


ready and anxious to work, but for 
whom no work is provided either 
by the government or by indus- 
try. 

“In addition, it is estimated that 
there are at least four million per- 
sons in the United States who have 
not written their names on relief 
rolls, but who are without em- 
ployment of any kind and without 
resources. 

“The government cannot con- 
tinue to support these people on a 
miserable security wage. 

“The way must be found to ab- 
sorb in commerce and _ industry 
and this we cannot hope to secure 
until we establish a national rule 
for national commerce, a rule 
which shall banish child labor and 
which by some reasonable provi- 
sion for minimum wages and max- 
imum hours will increase the con- 
suming power of the masses of the 
people, without which we cannot 
solve the unemployment problem.”
